bia bakes with him a lishnet ami rifle. 
There are four rivers heading to the 
l!ot;ky mountains in British Columbia. 
.\li these rivers are about as wide as the 
.Stickeeu, and the length of them is from 
tJ(X) to 700 miloB. 1 h.'ive heard that all 
those rivers ' have burs that have paid. 
Stewart rivor has proved the best, so far. 
The bars on those rivers generally paid 
from to .Sl'lO a day. liars on the 
Stewart river i>aid from .«t8 to §1^0 per 
day, but they ai-e now pretty well worked 
out, in fact, there is nothing to go for 
unless one goes to tiio head waters.

The party led by Mr, Blako is going to 
the polls without a clearly detinod policy 
on any subject. Tho elector who wishes 
to cast his vote intelligently cannot tind 
in tho speeches of the leader of the liberal 
party, or in the articles of the liberal news- 
papers, a clear exposition of tho policy 
which the liberals will jiur.siie if tliey are 

successful tli'^ proao.it o,>,itont,. Uo will 

find in those speeches and articlos plenty 
of criticism anil more than enough of de- 
nunciation, but no platform. He is told 
what the liberals will nob do when they 
are elevated to port-er often enough and in 
terms sutViciontly emphatic, but when he 
tries to liiul out what they will do tho re- 
sult is most unsatisfactory. An eastern 
exchange of an independent turn of mind 
says that it is very natural that tho elector 
vhether he is protectionist or free trader, 
would like to know , what course the 
liberals, if they succeed in obtaining a 
majority in the next hnuae of commons, 
will pursue with rej,'ard t(> the ludionid 
policy. On a vital subject such as this, in 
which so many and such great intere.sta 
are involved, ho caimot be considered ex- 
acting if lie rei|uires some clear and expli- 
cit statement of iiitenti(iu which all can 
understand and ujion wiucli .•ill who speak 
for tho party ;ire agreed. Hut lie will linil 
no sueli statement in the. utterances of the 
liberal leaders and no such agreement 
among their /^b^Uc^ers, Mr. Blako has 
spoken on this subject in a way so indoh- 
nite and .'nnbiguotis as to leave room foi 
tho utmost latitude of interpretation. We 
. therefore tind among liis followers the 
-greatest diversity of opiiuon as to what 
' shall bo the trade policy of a libenil gov- 
^emment. Each of his aupiiortera con- 
. aiders himself free to promise the people 
what, in his opinion, ismost inaceordance 
with the wishes of the majority of the 
poo[jle in the part ieidar locality in which 
ho lives. In Moiitreid, for instance, we 
sea the Liberals on<leavoring to convince 
the electors that no imp.)rtant change 
will be mmlu in the protective policy of 
tho present govenimenfc. That rauip.int 
trade journal, tho Hamilton 2'.'/»t',>, tinds 
it neces.sary to assure its roadei-s that tho 
t!>iOB cannot be reduced. Bin in N'ova 
Scotia tho Hon. Mr. .lones deel.ires in 
trumpet tones that " t!in Nation.il l'olic3' 
must go." The Liberal or;.;aiia in Halifax 
adopt the same tone, in I'tinee Mdward 
Island tho .N'.-itional I'oliey is denounced 
by the represent ali\'rs ol' the Ijiliofal party 
on tlie plulforui ;iiid in the prubB. And 
SO througliout. the whole Dominion there 
is no consistency ii; tho utterances of 
the Liberals with regard, tq the^ National 
Policy. Tliis 18 nbt.at all surprising, for 
very fow of them believe in protec- 
tion. Such of tho Liberals as were con- 
rincod that tho policy of protection is 
conducive to tho welfare of the peoplt; 
of tho Dominion, and theroforo •the right 
policy for tho government to pursue, huve 
long ago; become s.upportors of tho Mac- 
donaldadmmistration. Tlioso who have 
remainud in tho liberal ranka are either 
out-and-out free traders or inon who aro 
at best acoptie.al as to the elheacy of a pro- 
tective policy. It is not hard to under- 
stand why tho leader of a party com- 
posed of men holding these opinions in 
matters of trade should Ghdthe IS'alioiial 
Policy a delicate and diflicult subject to 
deal with, or that the torma in which he 
alludes to it will boar almost any inter- 
pretation which his follownrs may Und it 
convenient to put upon them. But am- 
biguity and diversity of opinion such aa 
aro exkibitod amoii); the, loading liberals, 
must bo most unsatisfabbi)i7;>to''a^ 
fully convinced that a continuance of tho 
policy of protection is ossentiiU to the 
prosperity of tho Dominion. I'rotection- 
Uts will hositato before they aid in elevat- 
ing to power iiion who aro supporters of 
.the Nation.-il I'niicyfrora motives of ox- 
■ pediency and imdor tho sovorost pressuru.

"RED HERlitiipYlf TlIE StrDDLB OF 
THE ROCKIES." 

On tho 21}rd of Juno last soiuo of uh 
^eio becalmed ab tlio gurninit of the Sel- 
Vii'k raiiyo. Wo wero tmvellin-; in tho 
con»triiclii)n car from Dcninlil to Farwull 
(llDVolstdko). Wo wuro didayeil, as the 
roiiJ v,!iH not Lhuii tiikfii ovur, iind hoiui; 
littlo tiiiisliiiig toiicliOH wi'i-o hoiiig uxocut- 
in front. We woro not; .sor y to sjienil 
a couple of hours iu siu-li i\ hcuns. The 
groat ghicior wan in front if us a roaring 
torrsiU hehinil, Hpanneil by thu hoautifiu 
fcrestlo-worlv of a wondorful bridge. On 
our rigiit there rose u\t a snow-crowned 
•umiiiit, and awaj- down boiioath >ib on 
tho loft the brawling Beaver river, \Thilst 
tho yellow light stole in among the huge 
piiio treoa around ua. There stretched 
along tho line the construction town, ono 
of tho bo«t 8j)ecimens wo saw — "Canvas 
villo" wo called it.

IIEPOBTED CDEB FOB LBPBOSY. 

Under this heading the St. Janus' 
^r'lcc/fe of IDecembor 17th, quotes a letter 
friiin Father Dainian, of the Molokai 
leper sellleiiioiil, to a (leriuan publication, 
in wliich he sliortly refera to and extols 
the wonderful ell'ects of a trcatineiit car- 
ried out at thu Kakaako leper hoHpit.al by 
Dr. M. Goto, of Japan, who was invited 
over by the king. The treatuient referred 
to is siiiiilarto that long carried out by Dr. 
S. (iota, of the Kihui lioBpital, Tokio, 
,Iapan. It is hygienic, dictelic, and medi- 
cal. Strung patients are bathed thrice 
daily, and weaker oiiea twice daily, in 
warm froah water at iJO deg, to 100 deg. 
F., into which Ima been jilaced an infu- 
Hion of .a few ounces of I lichiyou bark 
(.■Kitculu-s turbhmtd), together with cer- 
tain proportions of r.aifimslii, anlpburand 
other ingredimita. The patients are fed 
gcneroualy, but, not excessively, thrice 
daily, on rice, mill., beef, mutton, chicken, 
egga, good .strong broth, boiled .tare, 
veget.-ib'lea and fruit; but . squi.poi 
and also raw tiali, when uaQd)w^fcb.,.tho 
usual native condinienla, are forbidden. 
I'he inedical treatnibiib "varies according 
to the tri'iitnii'iit of tho jiatient and the 
at^ige and character of thodisuaao. " Tho 
two chief mcdiciiuis used are, in all cases, 
,SeikotHU-ron as pills and in large doses 
(/ tlio bark of tho lloang-iian tree with 
roulgar and alum) and yoku-yaku for 
hatha. Dr. Goto also einiiloys tincture of 
tho perchloride of iron, sulphate of tjui- 
niuu, iodiilo of potaasiuiu, vugetahle tonics 
and bittois, and tho carbonate of soda 
and potassium, especially the alkaline 
salts. Under this treatment ho reports, 
undei' date of Ajiril 20, 1880, fivo cases as 
"almost enroll," nineteen aa "improving," 
and aeventeen aa "relieved."
